
PBCC provides a variety of support services to ensure 
academic success, including counseling, college 
preparatory programs, the Center for Personalized 
Instruction and job placement. 


PBCC offers flexible schedules, with day, evening and 
Saturday classes. 


PBCC is an open-admission institution—the only 
requirement is a high school diploma or GED. 


PBCC has four convenient locations — PBCC's Central 
Campus in Lake Worth, PBCC's Eissey Campus in Palm 
Beach Gardens, PBCC's Glades Campus in Belle Glade 
and PBCC's South Campus in Boca Raton. 


The College is accredited by the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Schools. 
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Panther Park, PBCC's newly opened student housing, 
is just minutes away from the Central Campus in Lake 
Worth. 


Because it is a state-funded institution, PBCC tuition is 
low—$35.80 per credit hour for in-state students and 
$133.20 for out-of-state students. 
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PBCC's classes are small, with the average teacher-to- 
student ratio of 1-24. Nearly 200 dedicated, full-time 
instructors, representing leading national colleges and 
universities, comprise PBCC's instructional staff. 


Actually, there are 50,000 reasons to enroll at PBCC. 
Just ask any one of the nearly 50,000 students who 
attend PBCC classes throughout the year. As Florida's 
first public community college, established in 1933, 
PBCC has scored an enviable record of academic excel¬ 
lence for over 60 years. So, whatever your academic 
needs—preparation for university transfer, vocational 
training or simply personal enrichment—PBCC is there 
for you. Students are, after all, the Number 1 reason 
for our existence. 
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PBCC offers more than 100 associate in arts and associ¬ 
ate in science degree programs as well as several short¬ 
term certificate programs.

have been playing in the background, 
and the setting would have been 
Grauman's Chinese Restaurant, and not 
Palm Beach Community College's 
Central Campus as 16 outstanding individuals were 
named to PBCCs Walk of Fame on November 3. But 
this was, in fact, the front of the Administration 
Building in Lake Worth and not the sidewalk of 
Tinseltown, yet what transpired on this occasion was 
as unique and special as any silver screen story line. 

Created as part of PBCCs 60th Diamond Jubilee 
Anniversary, the Walk of Fame—similar in spirit to 
Hollywood's Walk of Fame—recognized 16 outstand¬ 
ing men and women who have made significant con¬ 
tributions to the College since its beginning in 1933. It 
serves as an eternal monument to the vision and com¬ 
mitment of these extraordinary individuals. 

The ceremony began with opening remarks by 
PBCC Board of Trustees Chair HOMER J. HAND 
while trustees' vice chair JOHN C. SANSBURY served 
as master of ceremonies. The "sacred 16," as they 
were called, included WATSON B. DUNCAN III, 
ALICE T. DUXBURY, EDWARD M. EISSEY, 
ELISABETH W. ERLING, PAUL J. GLYNN, PAUL 
W. GRAHAM, FRANCES R. "DOLLY" HAND, LEE 
G. HENDERSON, JOHN L LEONARD, PHILIP O. 
LICHTBLAU, HAROLD C. MANOR, BRITTON G. 
SAYLES, G. TONY TATE, HOWELL L. WATKINS, 
JAMES L. WATTENBARGER and JOE A. 
YOUNGBLOOD. _

In presenting the inductees, Sansbury reflected 
briefly on each individual. The first to be recognized 
was PBCC's Distinguished Chair of Arts and Letters 
and master teacher WATSON B. DUNCAN III who 
was honored posthumously. Duncan, a leading 
Shakespearean scholar, served the College with dis¬ 
tinction for 43 years, and the College's Central 
Campus theater which opened in 1986 proudly bears 
his name. 
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The next honoree, Central Campus senior instructor 
of communications ALICE T. DUXBURY, was herald¬ 
ed for her exemplary devotion to teaching. In 1990, 
Duxbury was chosen Central Campus Teacher of 
Excellence, a fitting tribute to her many years of dedi¬ 
cation and professionalism. Truly, Duxbury is consid¬ 
ered to be a master teacher.

The third member of the "sacred 16," PBCC 
President EDWARD M. EISSEY has devoted more 
than 40 years to serving the citizens of Palm Beach 
County. His association with the College dates back to 
1973 when he was named to PBCC's District Board of 
Trustees. A man of exceptional vision and commit¬ 
ment, Eissey has been PBCC's dynamic CEO since 
1978. 

The grand dame of Palm Beach Community 
College, PBCC Vice President of Planning and 
Information Systems ELISABETH W. ERLING was 
celebrated for an academic career that spans more 
than 40 years. Erling, who joined the College in 1956, 
has the distinction of being the longest-serving College 
employee. 

Vice president emeritus of student affairs PAUL J. 
GLYNN was named dean of students when he joined 
the College in 1949. In addition to a full schedule of 
administrative responsibilities, he taught several class¬ 
es and served as athletic director. Glynn retired from 
PBCC in 1978, and in 1984, the Central Campus 
Registrar's Center was named in his honor. 

When PAUL W. GRAHAM retired in 1984, he had 
amassed a quarter century of service to the College. 
Named PBCC's Vice President of Academic Affairs in 
1975, Graham's leadership contributed greatly to the 
College's growth. Following his retirement, the Central 
Campus Continuing Studies Building was named in his 
honor. 

FRANCES R. "DOLLY" HAND was appointed 
PBCC Trustee in 1974 and remained an exemplary 
member of the board for over 15 years. The Glades 
Campus Cultural Arts Center was named in her honor 
when it opened in 1982. Hand is a staunch supporter 
of higher education and PBCC. 

A distinguished alumnus, LEE G. HENDERSON 
graduated from PBCC in 1942 and devoted his entire 
professional life to advancing the cause of higher edu¬ 
cation. He became the director of the state's communi¬ 
ty college system and briefly served as interim presi¬ 
dent of Florida Community College at Jacksonville. 

JOHN I. LEONARD, who was recognized posthu¬ 
mously, was Palm Beach County Superintendent of 
Schools as well as PBCC's first president. Leonard skill¬ 
fully managed both administrative duties until 1948 
when he devoted full time to his duties as College presi¬ 
dent. 

A prominent local orthopedic surgeon who is 
known for his extraordinary contributions to commu¬ 
nity life, PHILIP O. LICHTBLAU was appointed to 
PBCC's Board of Trustees in 1976. He served the 
College in this capacity for 13 years, and prior to his 


retirement from the board, the Central Campus Allied 
Health Center was named in his honor. 

PBCC's second president, HAROLD C. MANOR, 
came to the College in 1957. Under his gifted leader¬ 
ship, the College flourished, and satellite centers 
opened in Palm Beach Gardens, Belle Glade and Boca 
Raton. Manor retired in 1978, after 21 years of service. 

A leading and respected educator, BRITTON G. 
SAYLES served the local community for nearly half a 
century. Sayles was president of Roosevelt Junior 
College, the area's only all-black institution, when it 
merged with PBCC in 1965. PBCC's Central Campus 
Social Science Building was renamed the Britton G. 
Sayles Building in 1993. (Sayles passed away on 
March 14, 1994.) 

PBCC's Vice President of Administration and 
Business Affairs G. TONY TATE joined PBCC in 1958 
as an instructor. Over the years, he has held several 
administrative posts, and was named vice president of 
business affairs in 1978. Tate is presently the College's 
second ranking senior member in years of service. 

HOWELL L. WATKINS, also recognized posthu¬ 
mously, was one of the driving forces in the establish¬ 
ment of PBCC. Watkins, who was supervising princi¬ 
pal of Central Schools in Palm Beach County, shared 
the commitment to bring postsecondary education to 
local citizens. 

JAMES L. WATTENBARGER, who graduated 
from PBCC in 1941, is known as the Father of the 
Community College System. His distinguished acade¬ 
mic career has spanned more than 40 years, and was 
highlighted in 1955 when he became director of 
Florida's Community College Ky.ctpm -------

Honored posthumously and the final inductee, 
JOE A. YOUNGBLOOD was PBCC's co-founder and 
served as county superintendent of public instruction.

To commemorate the event, each inductee received 
an award of recognition. Following the ceremony, a 
reception was held for colleagues, family members 
and friends.
